Astor brings over 20 years of coaching experience to Manhattan, spanning 
over various sports at the collegiate, high school, and club levels. The 
Vanguard University alum spent the last three seasons at Pepperdine as the 
assistant indoor women’s volleyball coach and recruiting coordinator under 
head coach Scott Wong. He helped guide the Waves to three consecutive 
NCAA Tournament appearances with an overall 58-21 record for a .734 
winning percentage.

During his tenure at NC State, competitive 
research for CALS reached $100 million a year 
and his college raised $482 million for the NC 
State Capital Campaign.

Gene Taylor’s K-State program took the college 
athletics world by storm in 2022-23 as Chris 
Klieman’s football team won the 2022 Big 12 
Championship and played in the Allstate Sugar 
Bowl, and Big 12 Coach of the Year Jerome 

Tang and his men’s basketball squad made a 
remarkable run to the Elite Eight following a 
preseason poll that picked the Wildcats to finish 
last in the league. Both coaches were hired at 
K-State by Taylor, who was also named the 2022- 
23 Cushman & Wakefield FBS AD of the Year 
following a record year. 


A member of the College Football Playoff 
Selection Committee and the LEAD! Board of 
Directors, Taylor was named the Director of 
Athletics at K-State in April 2017. During his 
tenure K-State has seen the football program 
qualify for four bowls and win the 2022 Big 12 
Championship, the men’s basketball team win a 
Big 12 Championship, earn an Elite 8 appearance 
and advance to two NCAA tournaments and the 
women’s track and field team win back-to-back 
Big 12 Outdoor championships. 


Additionally, Taylor and staff have fundraised and 
begun to implement a department-wide facility 
master plan that will benefit all Wildcat teams 
including the newly completed baseball and 
soccer projects in addition to Building Champions, 
a $126.5 million initiative focused on the South 
End Zone of Bill Snyder Family Stadium, the new 
Morgan Family Arena for volleyball, an Olympic 
training Center and the Shamrock Practice Facility 
for football. 


Taylor, who named the eighth-best Athletic 
Director among FBS programs by Stadium in 
2020, has implemented a strategic plan for the 
department which places an emphasis on the 
student-athlete experience, while his leadership 
in navigating the COVID-19 crisis, in addition 

to enhancing the department's already-strong 
diversity and inclusion program, has been well 
documented. 


With the support of fans and donors, K-State 
Athletics has also continued to be financially 
self-sufficient and does not receive support from 
the university. In FY 2019, a year earlier than 
anticipated, the program ended the practice of 
receiving student privilege fees in support of the 
program. This move makes Taylor’s program one 
of eight across the country to operate with no 
direct or indirect university and student funding 
or state support. 


In addition to achieving a budget surplus for the 
ninth, 10th, 11th and 12th straight years, overall 
pledges and cash gifts to the department during 
the 2022 fiscal year totaled a record $58.9 
million, of which $20.4 million was designated 
for the Ahearn Fund annual giving program and 
surpassing its budgeted goal previous record 

of $18.9 Million in FY19. Included in the $20.4 
million in annual giving was a department record 
$801,000 raised during the Powercat Auction.

The department also received $42.6 million in 
cash giving, marking only the third time in history 
it has eclipsed the $40 million mark. 


Hiring and retaining top coaches is also a critical 
unction of the program. Taylor hired Klieman 

to replace hall of fame coach Bill Snyder after 
winning four national titles in five seasons at North 
Dakota State, and in year four led the Wildcats to 
a Big 12 Championship. Taylor also hired Tang to 
lead the men’s basketball program, Jordan Smith 
to take over the tennis program and Pete Hughes 
in baseball, who took the Wildcats back to the Big 
2 Championship in his first year on the job. 


Graduating student-athletes remains the top 
priority for the department and academic success 
has continued under Taylor’s guidance as K-State 
continues to rank among the top schools in the 
Big 12 in APR and graduation success rate. 


Taylor is a 1980 business management graduate 
of Arizona State, and he received his master’s 
degree in sports administration in 1985 from St. 
Thomas University in Florida. He worked in the 
ticket office at Southern Methodist University 

in 1985-86 before joining the Naval Academy. 
His tenure at Navy included serving as the 
commissioner of the five-team Collegiate Sprint 
Football League that includes Army, Navy, Penn, 
Princeton and Cornell. He served 13 years as 
Athletics Director at North Dakota State before 
being named Deputy AD at lowa in 2014.
